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A Mr. Harold Weis burg had left, last autumn 
or r.lnter, certain papers v/ith. Captain James Roosevelt 
that apparently were loaned by him to Captain Roosevelt 
and certain of them had been returned, to him prior to 
Captain. Roosevelt’s departure for the Pacific. 


On October 12., 194^,. Mr. V/eisburg asked for the 

return of the rest of his papers. They were located 

in the office of x.Ir. Vifallace B. Phillips, formerly an 

employee of the OSS in the Apex Building— Mr. Phillips

at the time being in London — and were returned to 


rir. Weis burg. 

As far as I can ascertain, no one now in this 
Branch has ever met Mr. Welsburg, had aii3'' dealings 
with him, had access to. his papers or knovs what t.hey 
contain.
